A new reapportionment bill, A. B. 
2575, which has been introduced by 
Assemblyman Frederick F. Houser 
of Los Angeles, chairman of the 


committee, will undoubtedly be the | 


bill which will be finally passed as 
to reapportionment. In this bill As- 
semblyman Houser took Butte, Sut- 
ter and Yuba counties from the 
first district and placed them in 
the second district and took Teha-j 
ma from the second district and 
placed that county in the first dis- 
trict. Mono and Inyo were also tak- 
en from the second district. 

Through a series of amendments 
which were adopted by the com- 
mittee last Friday, your assembly- 
man, with the help of Assemblyman 
Don Field of Los Angeles, placed 
all of the counties taken from dis- 
tricts one and two back where they 
were originally so that in this par- 
ticular reapportionment bill, 
status of congressional districts one 
and two( Lea and Englebright) re- 
main as they are today. We feel that 
we have been quite fortunate in hav- 
ing these amendments adopted and 
hope that we may be successful in 
eventually keeping our congression- 
al district intact as it has been for 
some thirty years. 

In the new reopportionment bill 
which I have above referred to, the 
Sixth Assmbly district remains the 
same as it is at present. In chair-, 
man Houser’s previous bill, Nevada | 
county was placed in district two. In 
the new bill, Nevada county is back 
in the Sixth District along with the 
other Mother Lode and mountain 
counties. 

Of particular interest to El. Do- 
rado county, is Senate Bill 408 by 
Senator Dillinger which increases 
the salary of the county auditor to 
$1800 a year and the salaries of the 
members of the board of supervisors 
to $1500 which salaries are compar- 
able to the salaries paid in other 
counties of this district. This bill 
passed the Senate and is now before 
the lower house for consideration.
